Extract from the CRAFTSMAN. 
TH E laft Craftfman contains an Enquiry into the Rife 

- and Progrefs of our late Parties. Adr. D’ Anvers declares 
that he treats of this Subject in bopes to confirm the National 
Union already fo happily begun, and to unmask the Wicked 
Condué? of thofe wha labour to keep up the Divifion of Parties, 
that each Party may be in its Turn what all of them have 
been too often (viz.) The Inftruments and the Victims of private 
Ambition. Having premifed thus much Mr. D? Anuers enters 
upon the Enquiry we have already mentioned, 

Queen Elizabeth (fays he) defigned, and the Nation called 
King ‘fames to the Throne, tho’ the whole Scotti/b Line had 
ben excluded by the Will of Henry the 8th, made indeed 
under the Authority of aa A& of Parliament, and yet little 
regarded cither by the Parliament, or the People. As foon 
as he was on the Throne, a flattering Aé? of Recognition pafled; 
for though all Princes are fure to be flattered on their firft 
Acceffion, yet thofe Princes are fure to be flattered moft, who 
deferve Panegyrick leaft. In this 4@ the Parliament acknow- 
ledged, cu the Kuees of their Hearts, ({uch was the Cant of 
the Age) the indubitable Right, by which they declared that 
the Crown defcended to bim immediately, on the Deceafe 
of Queen Elizabeth, Of this Ag and of the Ufe, which 

fome Men, very weakly I think, endeavoured to make of 
', I fhall have Occafion to fpeak hereafter. I would only 
_oblerve here that this is the Asra of hereditary Right, and of 
al! thofe exalted Notions, concerning the Power and Prere- 
sutive of Kings, and the Sacrednefs of their Perfons. All 
together they compofed fuch a Syftem of Abfurdity, as had 
never been heard of in this Country, till that anointed Pedant 
broached them. They have been fpoken of pretty much 
at large in your Papers ; particularly in fome of thofe, 
publifhed under the Name of Oldcafile.

Reign, and were carried ftill higher in the next, cave Occa- 
fion to thofe of another Kind, or of another Extreme, 
which were taught with Succefs, and gained by Degrees creat 
Vogue in the Nation, would be too much. — Opinions very 
different from thofe,. which received the Sanétion of a Lega! 
Eftabhfoment in Church and State, had crept about obfcurely, 
if not filently, even whilft the Government of Elizcheth 
Jafted. But this T fay ; that the Principles by which King 
‘James and King. Charles 1ft governed, and the Excefles of 
Hierarchical and Monarchical Power, exercifed in Confe- 
quence of them, gave great Advantage to the oppofite Opi- 
nions, and intirely occafioned the Miferies, which followed, 
Phrenzy provoked Phrenzy, and two Species of Madnefs 
infected the whole Mafs of the People. It hath coftusa 
Century to lofe our Wits, and to recover them again. | 
If our Grievances under King Charles the ft. had been 
redreis’d by a fober, regular,. Par!iamentary Reformation of 
the State; or if, the Civil War happening, a new Goyern- 
had been eftablifhed on Principles of the Conftitution, not of 
Faction, of Liberty, not of Licentioufnefs, as there was on 
the Abdication of King fames the 2d. We may conclude, 
beth from Reafon and Experience, that the abfurd and flavih 
Doétrines I have mentioned would have been exploded early. 
‘They would have been buried in the recent Grave of him, who 
firit devifed them; and the Memory of him, and of them 
would have ftunk together in the Noftrils of Mankind. But 
the contrary fell out. The State was fiubvcrted, inftead of be- 
ing reformed ; and and all the Fury of Faction and Enthuli- 
aim was employed to deftroy the Conftitution to the vety 
Foundation. A natural Confequence followed. If the Pra 
ciples of K. ‘James and K. Charles’s Reigns had been difgraced 
by better. They would not have rifen again ; but they we 
only kept down for a Time by worfe ; and therefore re 
rofe again at the Refforation, and revived with the Monarck), 
‘Thus that epidemical Train, with which K. ‘fames infe 
the Minds of Men, continued upon us ;_ and it is {carce Te 
bolical to fay, that ¢his Prince hath been the original wat} 
a Series of Misfortunes to this Nation, as deplorable as4 
ing Infection of our Air, of our Water, or our Earth, ¥ 
have been. The Spirit of his Reign was maintained in ie 
his Son, (for how could it well be otherwife, when the ‘ 
were continued in Power ?) and the Events 
produced the civil War. The civil War ended in the De 
King, and the Exile of his Family. The Exilee 
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Princes reconciled them to the Religion of Rome, and to the 
Politicks of foreign Nations, in fuch Degrees as their different 
Characters admitted. Charles fipped a little of the poifonous 
Draught, but enough to infect his whole Conduct, as for Fames, 
--- Mle impiger haufit 
Spumantem Pateram. 

He drank the Chalice off to the loweft and fouleft Dregs. 

That Principles as abfurd as thefe in their Nature, and as 
terribie in their Conf. quences, fuch as would fhock the com- 
mon Senfe of a Samzjede, or an Hottenic’, and had juft before 
deluged the Natton in Blood, fhould come into Vogue again 
at the Re/fforation, will not appear ftrange to Thofe, who 
carry themfclves back as it were to that Pojnt of Time. The 
Wounds of the civil War were bleeding ; and the Refent- 
ments of the Cavalrers, who came into Power at Court and in 
Parliament, were at their Height. No Wonder then if few 
Men had, in fuch a Ferment as this, Penetration enough to 
difeern, or Candour enouzh to acknowledge, or Courage 
enough to maintain, that the Principles we fpeak of were 
truly and primarily the Caufe of all their Misfortunes, 
The Events, which proved them fo, were recent; but for 
that very Reafon, becaufe they were recent, it was natural 
for Men, in fuch a Circumftance as this, to make wrong 
Judgments about them. It was natural for the Reyal Party 
to afcribe all their and their Country’s Misfortunes, with- 
out any due Dittin&tion, to the Prizcipl-s, on which King 
Charles and even King ¥ames had been oppofed; and to 
frow more zealous for thofe, on which the Governments of 
the/> two Princes had been defended, and for which they 
had fuffered, Add to this the national Tranfport on fo great 
a Revolution; the Excefs of Joy, which many felt and 
many feisned; the Adulation emploved by many to acquire 
new Merit, and by many to attone for paft Demerit ; and 
you will find Reafon to be furprifed, not that the fame Pria- 
ciples of Government, as had threatned our Liberties once, 
and muft by neceffarv Confequence do fo again, were e{ta- 
blithed ; but that our Liberties were not immediately and 
at once given up. ‘That they were faved we owc, not to 
Parliament, no not to the Convention Parliament, who brought 
the King home; but to thofe great and good Men, Céaren- 
don and Southampisn. Far from taking Advantage of the 
Heat and Fervour of the Times, to manage Parliaments into 
frandalous Fobs, and fatal Compliances with the Crow; ta

ring themfelves therefore againit thofe, who had ruined them 
and the Conftitution once already, was a plaufible Reafon 
for the Church-Party to give, and I doubt not the true and 
fole Motive of many for exercifing, and perfifling in the 
Fxercife of great Severity. General, prudential Arguments 
might, and there is Reafon to believe they did, weigh with 
particular Men; but they could have little Force, at fucha 
time, on Numbers. As little could fome other Confidera- 
tions have then, whatever they have now. The Promifes 
at Breda, for Inftance, and the Terms of the Declaration 
fent from thence, could not be urged with Force to a Par- 
liament, who had no Mind, and was ftrictly under no Ob- 
ligation to make good fuch Promifes as the King had made, ~ 
beyond his ower of promifing, if taken abfolutely ; or 
from which, if taken conditionally, he was difcharged, on 
the Refufal of Parliament to confirm them,---Thus again, 
the Merit pleaded by the Presbyterians, on Account of the 
Share they had in the Refforation, which was very real and 
very confiderable, could avail however but little. “That they 
went along with the national Torrent, in reftoring the 
Conttitution of Church and State, could not be-denied. But 
then it was remembered too that thefe Fruits of Repen- 
tance came late; not ’till they had been long oppreffed by 
another Seé?, who turned upon them, wrefted the Power out: 
of their Hands, and made them feel, what they had made 
others feel, the Tyranny of a Party. 
Such Reafons and Motives as I have mentioned prevailed; 
and worfe than thefe would have been fufficient, when the 
Paffions of Men ran fo high, to lay the Di/fenters, without 
any Diftinction, under extreme Hardfhips. They feemed to 
be the principal Object of the Fears and Jealouties of Par- 
liament. Addrefles were continually made, and the Edge of 
the Law continually whetted againft them from 1660 r 
£669, when the Law for /uppreffing Conventicles, and the la 
of thefe penal Statutes pafled, as I remember. Experience 
will juttify me for faying that this long and extreme Ri | 
gour was unwife, as well as unjuft. It appears, indeed, from 
the Memorials of thofe Times that they, who fuffered, ha 
given abundant Provocation, tho’ not fufficient Excufe, © 
the Rigour, under which they fuffered. Some former Hah” 
fhips, which the Dj/enters had endured from the Chure, 
made them more violent againft it, when they got Po! 
of an ufurped Power. fo the Violene, which 
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exercifed at that time, ftimulated the Severity they felt in 
their Turn, when the legal Conftitution of the Church was 
refiored, Notwithfanding all which, I incline, upon very 
good Reafons, to think that this Severity was not in the firft 
Detign of the nor would have been fhewn, if 
another fatal Influence had not prevailed. The Influence I 
-meanis that of Popery. It prevailed from the firit Moments 
to the laft of the Reign of King Charles the zd. The de/? 
Miniffers were frequently driven off their Byafs by it. ‘The 
worff had a fure hold on their Matter, by complying with 
it. On the Occafion now mentioned, th7s Influence and the 
Artifice of the Popijh Faétion worked very fatally on the Pat- 
lions of Parties, and the private Interefts of Individuals; and 
the Mini/lers, and the Church, and the Difeniers, were Bub- 
bles alike of their common Enemy. Barefaced Popery could 
ask no Favour, becaufe Popery could expect none. Prote/?- 
ant Diffenters were encouraged to ferve as ftalking Horfes, 
that Papi/?s might creep behind them, and have Hopes of being, 
fome time or other, admitted with them. “he Church 
Party who hallooed on the Diffenters ; whilft the Dzj/enters 
were encouraged to unite and hold out ; whilit they were 
flattered with an high Opinion of their own Strength, and 
the King’s Favour; and whilft fome leading Alen amonait 
them, who thought it better to be at the Head of a Sect, 
than at the Tail of an E/fablifbment, were perhaps encouraged 
and confrined in that Thought by the private Applications 
of the Court. | 

— Thefe Arts, thefe wicked Arts (for fuch they were) pre- 
vailed ; and though the z000 Minitters, who went out 
their Churches on one Day, were far from being all of the 
fame Mind, or having one pofitive, confiftent Scheme ; 
though many of then muft have loft their Benefices, even 
if they had complyed with the 4é of Uniformity, becaufe they 
Were Intruders, and in aétual Poffetiion of Lenefies legally 
belonging to Others ; yet, by uniting in the Point of Non- 
Conformity, they appeared as one Body, and in fome Senfe they 
were fo, Several of them were popular for certain Modes 
of Devotion, fuited to the Humour of the Time; and feveral, 
werc Men eminent for true Learning and unaffected Piety, 
This increafed the Zeal of their Flocks, and created Com- 
pafion in Others. Here the Court began to reap the Fruits 
of their Management, in the Struggle for a Tcleration.

Such Attempts were made more than 
once ; but happily failed, as often as made, through the vi- 
gorous Oppofition of Parliament; till at laft the Scene began 
to open more, and the Di/fenters to fee that they were made 
the Tools of promoting, what they never intended, the Ad- 
vancement of the Prerogative above Law, and the Tolera- 
tion of Popfery againft it, 

To conclude. By fuch Means as I have defcribed, the 
Conftitution of Parties after the Refforation preferved unhap- 
pily too near a Refemblance to the Conftitution of Parties 
before the Far. The Prerogative was not, indecd, carried 
fo high, in fome Inftances, as fames and Charles the Firtt, 
had attempted to carry it. Nay, fome Supports of it were 
bought off, and takenaway ; and others more dangerous, 
as we have obferved, were prevented by the Virtue of the 
Uen at that Timein Power. But ftill the Government was 
eftablifhed on Principles, fufficient to invite a King to exercife 
arbitrary Power, and to fipport him by their Confequences 
in the Exercife of it afterwards ; fo that, in this Refpect, 
the Seeds of future Divifions were fowed abundantly. The 
Diffenters had, indeed, loft much of their Credit and all their 
Power. But ftill they had Numbers, and Property, and [n- 
duftry, and Compafion for them ; fo that here was another 
Crop of Diffentions planted to nurfe up, and to ftrengthen 
the other.

On Thurfday the 16th of 4ueu/?, about five in the Mor- 
ning, the Doétor finding himfelf dying, bid one of thofe a- 
bout him run to Mr. Budgell’s Houfe and fetch him; but 
immediately recalling his Orders, hold (fays he) the poo 
Gentleman has not been well himfelf; I find I pall fill live 
fome Hours longer, do not difturb him yet. About 7 0’Clock, 
New (fays the Dottor) run to Mr. Budgell, and tell him 
that I would fpeak with him once more before I die, and 
that he muft come Quickly. Before Mr. Budgell could pof- 
fibly huddle on his Cloaths, he received a fecond Meflage 
from the Doctor, That Jf he would Jee him before he died 
be muft make haffe. As foon as he came into the Room 
Mr. Budgell, ( fays the Doctor) I am glad that I fee you 
ence more before I die, and that I have ftill Breath enough 
to [peak to you > I am dying in the moft painful manner that 
a Man can dte, that is, Iam dying upwards, as they call it 
This was true, for the Women told Mr. Budgell that the 
Doétor was dead at that time above his Knees. J have two 
Things to fay to you (fays the Doctor.) The firft of thee 
Things was a particular Obfervation, which he defired Mr. 
Budgell would infert in fome part or other of his Works: 
‘The fecond Thing was what follows. J have been confder- 
ing (fays he) that tho? by the Words of my Wirt, IL have 
given you all my Manufcripts and Papers, yet. that thoje 
iWords won't take in my other Books; now I believe it wii 
be very neceffary that you confult thofe Books ; when you are put- 
ung out my Works: I therefore now give you all my Books, 
and charge you to take them as foon as I am dead. There 
were four Perfons in the Room when the Doétor faid this; 
Mr. Budgell defired all of them to take Notice, and tore 
member what the Doétor faid ; and they each of them pre 
mifed that they would. The Doétor refigned his laft 
Breath between nine and ten that Morning.- |

This Gentleman came to Town the next Evening, and 
had his Uncle’s Will delivered to him /ea/ed with iui. Seal, 
and endorfed with his ow Hand, as we have already men- 
tioned: he broke it open himfelf, and having perufed it, 
declared before feveral Witneffes that he knew his Uncle’s 
Hand {o perfectly well (which to fay the Truth it is hardly 
pojible to imitate) that he was thoroughly fatisfied the Will 
Wes genuine. He then called for his Uncle’s Strong Box, 
took an Account of the Notes, Bonds, and Papers in it; 
and gave his Uncle’s Diamend-Ring, which he found a- 
mongit them, to Mr. Budoell; to whom he faw the Doc- 
tor had bequeathed it by his Witt. The next Day he 
and his Curate dined at Mr. Budgell’s, with another Gen- 
tleman of Mr. Budgell’s Acquaintance. H» was fo full of 
his Compliments and Profeflions to Mr. Budgell at this time 
as looked almoft like Flattery ; and after he was gone, Mr. 
Budgell’s Friend could not forbear congratulating him up-

Commons. Mr. Tindall then told Mt. Budgell feveral rll 
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ticulars, which fhewed he took him for a Man in whom 
he might /afely place the utmoft Confidence, and they parted 
with frefh Affurances of a mutual Friendfhip. They met 
again at the Day appointed, Mr. Tindal brought another 
Clergyman with him, and Mr. ‘fohn Knapton the Booktel- 
ler Mr. Budgell brought the Perfon with him, to whofe 
Cutlody the Doétor had committed his WiLL, and whom 
he had made promife not to part with it, but to fee it proved 
at the Commons. Mr. Tindall before this Company told Mr. 
Budgell, that fince he faw him laft, he had difcovered that the 


Bank-Notes for 10001, which his Uncle had for his South- 


Sea-Stock was foon after paid to Mr. Budgell himfelf; and 
that therefore he thought before he proved the Wi. he might

He came back to the Company in about half 
an Hour, and affured them that the Agreement would be 
ready for Mr. Budgell and Mr, Tindall to. fign by that time 
they could get to Mr. Cole’s. They therefore went thither 
alltogether.

When the Articles were executed Mr. Tindall thanked 
Mr. Budgell before all the Company, owned that he had 
acted generoufly by him, (thefe were his very Words) and 
done much more than by LAW he was obliged to. In Confi- 
deration of Mr. Budgell’s Kindnefs, he promifed above 
forty times over, never to caft the leaft Reflection either 
on his deceafed Uncle or Mr. Budgell. They went toge- 
ther to DoéforseCommons, where according to Agreement, 
Mr. Budgell proved the Will, and Mr. Tindal/ renounced 
his Share in the Executorfhip. Mr. Budgell the next Day, 


according to his Promife, gave Mr. Tindail 1451, out - 


of the Doétor’s Bank-Stock; and now his Profeffions at 
Kindnefs and Re/pe for Mr. Budgell when he took his 
Leave of him, were, if poffible, much higher than ever, If

Budgell, and which his Enemies have made all this Noife 
about, was his U/nwwillingne/s to confefs after what Manner he 
had borrowed the 1ooo/. above-mentioned, and _ to produce 
his Bond. Poor Mr. Budgell in this Cafe has been a real 
Martyr to his Word and Honour, Rather than forteit 
he was content to pay a round Sum of Aoney, and what was 
{till more grievou , to him to be thought ill of. He now 
gives us leave (fince an Explanation is become sieceffary) to tell 
the whole World the Truth of the Story.

A Day or two 
after Mr. Budgc/l mentioned this generous Offer to his Friend 
Dr. Tindall; I em your Man ( fays the Doétor) J wrll not re- 
fuje your ETonourable Friend’s Security, fince he offers it, and yit 
beliewe upon this Occafion, Tfhould have lent you the Mang 
you bad asked it upon your own fingle Bend. The Doétor lent. 
Mr. Budell this Money accordingly, and promifed never to 
mention the Name of that Perfon who was bound with him 
for the Re-payment cf it. | 

The Doétor had Part of his Moncy again, on a certain Oc- 
cafion, but the whole Bond was not paid off. Seven Days 
after he had made his Will, and tuys Days before he died he 
fent for the Bond, and calling Mr. Budge’) to him, Mr. Bus- 
gell (fays he) I promifed I would never mention the Name of yor 
generous Friend whowas bound for you in this Bond ; l ba ve been 
as good as my Word while lived, and would not willingh 
your kriend any reafon to complain of me after [am dead.

then he has no viehi te ask Queftions, This Mr. 
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mifed, and has been even detter than his Word. Wecannot 
help faving, that we think the Doétor’s dying Sentiments fo 
truly zoble, that we thould much rather fhare his Fate at the 
laff Day than the Tate of many Reverend Perfons who boatt 
fo loudly of their Chrifianiry. | 

Mr. Budze//, fince he has been lately preffed fo hardly upon, 
has fent three [Letters tothe Gentleman who was bound with 
him to the Doéter {and who is at a great diftance from Lon- 
don) to defire he might be releafed from his Proa/e, and have 
leave to vindicate himfelf. Mr, Budgell has received an An- 
fwer to his Letters: The Honourable Perfon (who has a
